kept there, the Gold, Pearl, and Jewels, when 
entred by the Kings Officer being carried from 
thence to the Treaſury hard by, which was 
very ſtrongly built of Lime and Stone {or ſe- 
curing it; Coming to the Governors, they 
found the great door where the Mules unluad 
juſt opened, a Candle lighted on the Stairs, 
and a very fine Spaniſh Horſe ready fadled 
either for the Governor or ſome of his Family ; 
By means of this light they ſaw a vaſt heap 
of Silver in the lower Room conliſting of Bars 
of Silver piled . up againſt the Wall ſe- 
venty foot in length,ten in breadth, and twelve 
in height, each Bay between thirty five and 
forty pound weight.

"They marcht every day from 
ſun-riling till ten in the forenoon,and then again 
from twelve .to four, always repoling near lome 
River cither in Houles they found ready,orel(e 
ſach as were quickly erected by the Symeronz, 
who when they came where they deſigned to reſt 
inſtantly cut down branches of Palmetto Trees 
which ſcrved for Poſts and Rafters, and cover. 
vg them cloſe with Plaintain and Palmetto 
leaves they were very well ſecured from the

theſe Houſcs and made three Fires in each} one 
at each end and another in the middle, which 


they ſo contrived that the ſmoak never offend. | 


ed, and the place was temperate'y wart, 
Near theſe Rivers they found divers wholeſom 
Fru:ts as Mammeas, Guyavvas, Palmettss, Pi

verence, but by, Dr@«-3 parſwation they lefert,

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and learnt the Lords Prayer, ſeeming willing 
to be inſtructed in the Worſhip of God; They 
keep a conſtant Guard in four parts three mils 
off the Town to prevent the miſchiefs of the 
Spaniards who are oft conducted againſt them 
by the Symerons themſelves, whereby they 
ſometinies prevailed againſt them when they 
lived carelefly, bur fince this having uſually no- 
tice of their coming, they many times ſurpri 
the Spaniard: and kill them in the Woods like 
Beaſts.

"the top of this delired Hill, which was 'very 
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eſcaped to carry the news to thoſe that ſent 
them. Their King dwelt in a my 16 Leagues 
South-Eaſt of Panama,and was able to raiſe 17 
hundred fighting men; They were very 
earneſt with Captain Drake to ſtay two or three 
days, ingaging to double his numberof men 
by that time if he thought good ; But he 
thanking them for their kind offer, reſolved ta 
proſecute his Voyage, declaring, He wonld uſe 
no more frength if be might have twenty times 
a much ; Which they judging to proceed Hot 
only from kindneſs but courage, they willingly 
marched away tht afternoon, four of the Sy- 
merons who beſt knew the ways going about a 
mile before and breaking down boughs for di- 
retion to thoſe that followed, all being en- 
joyned preat ſilence; after them, twelve went 
before as a Van-guard, and twelve more in the 
Reer, the Engliſh and the two Symeron Captains 
marching in the midſt ; All the way through 
the Woods was cool and pleaſant with the 
thick and high Trees, ſo that it was asa- 
greeable travelling in that hot Countrey as in 
England inthe heat of Summer. They were 
much incouraged by hearing there was a great 
Tree about the midway where they, 
might at once diſcern the North-Sea from 
whence they came, and the South-Sea whither 
they were going. 

The fourth day after Feb.17. they came to 
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; high,and lay Eaſt and Weſt like a ridge between 


 Countreys; Drake having aſcended the Tree, 
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the two Seas; It was about Ten a Clock in 
the morning when one of the Chiet Symeron; 


taking Drake by the hand, deſired him to walk 


up this famous high Tree wherein they had 
cut divers ſteps to aſcend almoſt to the top-- 
where they had made a convenient Arbour for

Up'n this notice they inſtantly marche with- | 
in two Leagues of Venta Cruz, when two Syme. | 
rens ſent before, diſcovering a Spaniard by the | 
Scent of his Much, afleep, they ſtopt his mouth, | 
pur out his Match, and bound him ſo ſtritly 
as bad almoſt ſtrangled him before they brought 
him ro the Captain, who being examined con- 
firmed all that the Spy had reported, and that 
he was a Souldier <ntertained with others by 
the Treaſurer for guarding the Treaſure from 
Venta Cruz to Nombre de Dios. The Souldeer | 


underſtznding Drake was their Capt, took cou 
rage 
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| rage to requeſt him, That he would command 


; 


| the Symerons who extreamly hated the Spani- 


ard; eſpecially the Souldiers,not to do him any 
miſchief, whom he knew they durlt not dif- 
obey, and that ſince he was a Souldier, and 
was aſſured that the Captain would gain that 
night more Gold, Jewels and Pearls than they 
all could carry away ( if 'not they ſhould deal 
with him as they would ) he would pleaſe if it 
ſo happened to beſtow as much on him as might 
ſuthce for himſelf and his Miſtriſs to live upon, 
as he had heard he had done to divers before, 
for which he ſhould proclaim his bounty with 
as great praiſes as others who had received the 
like fayours had done. Being come to the 
place appointed Drake with half his men lay a- 
bout 50 paces off the high-way in thelong graſs, 
and Fohn Oxuam with the Captot the'Symerons 
and the other half, were placed on the other {ide 
the way, but ſo far behind that the firſt Compa« 
ny might take the foremoſt Mules by the head, 
and the other the hindmoſt, they being tyed 


| together, and driven one after another,and eſpe- 


cially that if they ſhould uſe their arms that 
night they might ayoid hurting each other in 
the dark; Having lain in ambuih about an 
hour they heard the Recoes. paſſing to and fro 
in the road from Panama to Venta Cruz, 
they having a great trade when the Fleets are 
there, the ſound of their great Bells wherein they 
delight being heard a long way in a dark night, 
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Drake had ſtrictly commanded that none of 
his men ſhould ſtir or appear, but let all that 
came from Venta Cruz pals quietly with their 
Recoes, as knowing they carried nothing bur 
common Merchandiſe, yet one Robert Pike 
having drunk too much Aqua-Vite without 
Water forgetting himſelf, perſwaded a Syme- 
r0z to go into the road, and ſeize on the fore 
moſt Mules, and a Spaniſh Horſe-man riding by 
with his Page running on his ſide, Pike unad- 
viſed]y ſtarred up to fee who he was, though 
the Symeron diſcreetly endeavoured to pull him 
down, and lay upon him to prevent further 
Ciſcovery, yet by this the Gentleman raking 
notice of one all in white, they baving put 
their Shirts over all their Cloths to- prevent 
miſtakes in the night, he put Spurs to his 
Horſe both to ſecure himfelf, and give notice 
to others of the danger; Drake obſerw 
ing by the hardneſs of the ground and ſtilnels 
o! the night that the Gentleman changed his 
Trot into a Gallop, doubted of the truth, 
yet had not leiſure to exaraire by whoſe faulr 
they were diſcovered, but conſidering it might 
be trom the danger of the place, alwates ſuf-

marching forward, came all in again with their 
Arrows ready in their Bows dancing and fing- 
ing 70 Pebo', Tv Peho,after the manner of their 
own Countrey Wars till they overtook ſome 
of the Enemy who had taken their ſtand as | 
before in a Wood at the Towns-end; The Sy- 
merons now throughly incouraged, fecing this 
broke through the thickeſt of them, forcing 
them tofly Friersand all, though ſeveral of 
the Engliſh were wounded and one Symeren run 

' through with a Pike, who yet had fo much | 
courage as to kill bim who gave that deadly 
wound. 

They followed the chaſe fo cloſe that they | 
entred the Town of Venta Cruz, conliſting in | 
abour fifty Houſes, ſome very fair, with a Go- 
vernor and other Officers, and many large | 
ſtrong Store-houſes for ſecuring the goods | 
brought thither from Nombre de Dzos by the | 
River Chapro to be tranſported by Mules to | 
Parama, la the Houſes they found three La 
6s late)y delivered there of Children though | 
they dweltat Nombre de Dior, they having 
ſ-n2 obſerved, that no. Spaniard or white Wo- 
1121 c012!d be ſafely delivered there, their Chub} 
dren generally dying within two or three days, | 
but if born; and brought up in Sana Cruz ll | 


a>2:;r fix year old, and then brought to oy 
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4e Dios, if they efcaped ſickneſs the firſt or ſe- 
cond month, they uſually lived as healthily as 
in any other place; though they fay no ſtranger 
can continue there long without danger of 
death or extream fickneſs. Though theſe La- 
dies were much frighted at the approach of the 
Engliſh, yet Drake having ſtritly charged the 
Symerons not to hurt any Woman, nor Man 
unarmed while in his company which they 
faithfully obeyed, they had no injury offered 
them, nor any thing taken from them, though 
they much doubted ir, delfiring the Captain 
himſelf. would pleaſe to come and ſecure them 
not being ſatished with thoſe he had ſent to 
aſſure them of his proteCtion, to which Drake 
complying and repeating his promiſes they were 
much comforted thereby. : 

The Engliſh having ſet neceſſary Guards as 
well on the Bridge they went over as at the 
Towns end where they cntred, and was the 
only paſſage by land into it, they had liberty 
to ſtay there quietly an hour and half,not only. 
refreſhing themſelves bur getting good plun- 
Cer,which Drake gave between his men and the 
Symerons as being cumberſom, and not what 
he came for. * A while before they Ceparted a- 
bout ten or twelve Horſe-men as was thought 
from Panama, thinking they had been gone 
becauſe they were ſo ſtill, came conhdent. 
ly into the Town, but finding uther en-

Aving ended their buſineſs in Venta Cruz, 

by day-break they ' marched over the 
Bridge in the ſame order as before, being as 
ſafe 1n their own opinions as if ſecured by a 
Wall or Fort, no Spaniard daring to follow 
them, and the Symerons being now much more 
valiant than betore 5 But Drake conlidering he 
had been almoſt a fortnight from his Ship, a- 
board which he lefe many ſick, made all pofli- 
ble haſt back, without viſiting the other Sy- 
meron Towns, though earneſtly intreated by 
them, and incouraging his men by afluring 
them that he did not doubt but rhey would yet 


be fully recompenced for all their pains betore | 


he left that Coaſt ; Theſe diſcourſes ſeen'd to 


ſhorten the. way, and their haſt cauſed them to 
leave 
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leave theTowns,& march many days with hur> 
gry ſtomacks,to the great regret of theSymerons, 
who if the Captain would have ſtayed at any 
place could quickly have killd Victuals enough, 
Ia their abſence the other Symerons had built 
a little Town three Leagues oft the Port where 
their Ship lay, wherein Drake by their earneſt 
intreaty ſtaid ſome time, becauſe they ſaid, it 
was built for his ſake and the rather that they 
might be ſupplied, with Shoes by the Symerons, 
who were herein very uſeful to them ; All the 
men complaining of their feet, and their Cap- 
tain, though ſometime without cauſe joining 
.in their complaint to make it ſeem eaſter to 
them. Theſe Symerons were extream ſervice= 
able tothem all the time they were with him, 
and particularly in this Journey, being Guides 
to direct them, Intelligencers, Purveyors of 
Victuals, Carpenters to build Houſes, and 
Porters ro carry all neceſſaries with their ſtrong 
bodies, and when any fainted or were ſick, 
two Symerons would carrfhim with eafe two 
miles ragether, and at other times they appear- 
ed no leſs valiant than judicious. | 

From this Town the Captain ſent a Syme- 
ron, Feb. 22, to the Maſter of the Ship with 
a Token and Orders, who for three weeks paſt 
had kept watch upon the Enemy, and ſhifted

Though the Engliſh had ſome jealouſy of him, | 
yet upon conſultation they reſolved totake him

Being carri- 
ed aſhoar they freely reſtored the Perſon left as 
a pledge,returning with Camels next day at the 
hour appointed as if ' loaden with Goods for 


Exchange, and calling haſtily for a Boat had 


one ſent by the Generals Order before he went ' 


from the Iſland ; The Boat coming to a place 
of Landing among the Rocks, one John Fry, 
ſuſpeting no treachery, readily ſteprt out of 
the Boat to be a pledge as the day betore,when 
thoſe on the Shoar inſtantly ſeizing him, and 
others in ambuſh coming to their affiſtanceythey 
ſpe: dily carricd him away, the reſt being glad 
to ſhitt for themſelves; The cauſe of this vio. 
lence was to inform the King of Fife whither 
this Flect was bound, or come from the King 
of Portugal, or what Intelligence they could 
give him ; Fry being brought into the Kings 
preſ-nce, and declaring they were Engliſhmen 
buund for the Strarghts under General Drake, 
he was ſer.t back with a Preſent to his Captain, 
and offers of a'l Kindneſs and Friendſhip in that 
Co:mntrey. 

Drake much diſturbed at this injury, landed 
Ei: men in his Pinnace, and marchr pretty far 
up intv the Countrey withuut refiſtance, the 
Akers declining any ingagement with _

that making provifion of Wood, and viſiting 
an old Fort formerly built by the Portugals, 
but ruined by the King of Feſſe, he departed 
Decemb. 3 1. toward Cape Blank, ſo that when 
Fry came back, he to his great grief found the 
Fleet gone, yet by the-Kings favour he was 
after ſent home in an Engliſh Merchants Ship, 
Meeting with foul weather they were detain- 
ed ſometime, and the third day after fell with 
Cape de Guerre in Jo degrees, where they 
took three Spaniſh Fiſher-boars called Caunters, 
whom they Carried to Rio del Oro under the 
Tropick of Cancer and there tuok a Carwe/;From 
hence Fan. 15. they ſailed to Cape Barbas, 
where the Marygold took another Carve/, it 
lyes in 20 degrees Jo minutes, low and' 
ſandy, where they firſt obſerved the South Stars 
called the Crofiers 19 degrees go mi- 
nutes above the Horizon; In the Cape they. 
took another Spaniſh Ship riding at Anchor ( all 
her men but two being fled aſhoar in the Boar ) 
whom with all the reſt formerly taken they car- 
ried into the Harbor three Leagues within the 
Cape, 

Here General Drake reſolved to ſtay ſome 
time to refreſh his men with the plenty of frefh 
Vittuals in this place, and to ſupply them ar 
Sea, there being great ſtore of Fiſh ealily taken 
even within the Harbor, and as good as any in 


| the World ; During their abode here, the Ge- 


neral being aſhoar was vilited by the People of 
the 
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the Countrey, who brought down a Mocrifh 
Woman with her little Babe hanging at her. 
dry Breaſt, being ſcarce alive her ſelf, and 
therefore unlike ro nouriſh that, whom they 
would have fold asa Horſe,pr Cow, which 
Merchandize Drake not dedfing in, they pro- 
duced Amber-greeſe and ſome curious Gums 19, 
exchange with the Ezg/sh for treſh. water, of 
wiich they have great want, and were willing | 
to quench their thirſt at any price whatever, | 
and to carry thereſt in their Leathern Bags for 
that purpoſe, Drake compaſlionating their 
unhappineſs, gave them freely what water 
they defired, and (ed them with Vittuals which 
they deyoured m an inhumane and Joathſom 
manner. 
Their Ships waſht and trimm*d,and al their - 
Spaniſh Prizes diſcharged except one Caunter, 
for which they gave the Fiſherman the Chrifto- 
her one of their own Ships; Anda Catrvel 
bound for St, Fago being here freed alſo, aſter 
_ fix days ſtay they failed for the Iflands of Cape. 
Ferde, fan, 22. where they were obliged to 
urniſh themſelves plentiftully wich water fince 
the General intended to run a long courſe from 
thence, even to. the Coaft of Braſil without 
rouching land; And having the Wind gene- 
raily North-Eait Fan. 27. they coaſted By- 
naviſta and next Cay anchored at the [fle of 
May in fifteen degrees, high land, and inhabit= , 
ed by the Por;ugals, where landing and expect- 
ing. 
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ing to traffick with'the Inhabitants for freſh 
water, they found in the Town near the Shore 
only a great many ruinous houſes and a poor 
Chappel, but no people, nor Water, though 
within the Land there 1s enough, The Springs. 
and Wells here being ſtopt up and no quantity 
of water to be found, they marched forward to 
ſeek for a ſupply finding the Soil fruitful and 


| plenty of Fig-trees with fruit thereon, and in 


the Valleys were little low Cottages with plea» 
ſant Vineyards yeilding excellent Grapes, alfo 
Coco Trees, Plantains and other Fruits, ſome 
ripe, ſome rotten, and others bloſſoming, and 
this in January, becauſe the Sun never with- 
draws its heat from them, nor have they ever 
any great cold or froſt, "They found good 
Water 1n divers places but ſo far from the Shore 
they could not convey it to their Ships, the peo» 
ple refuſing any conference with, them, ſecu- 
ring themſelves in the ſweet Vallies among 
the Hills where their Towns were, and ſuffer- 


nz them freely to ſurvey the Iſland, fince they 


- Werelike toreceive more damage than profit 


to offer violence to thoſe who. came Peace- 
ably among them. The Ifland yeilds vaſt num- 


, bers of Goats and Wild Hens, and Salr made 


without labour by the lowing of whe Sea, and 
the hear of the Sun, which naturally procut- 
cetha great quantity thereof, lying openly 
upon the Sands for all that come, and where- 
with the people diive a great trade with the ad- 
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Sailing hence Fan. 3 ©, they pailed next 
day by the Ifle of St. ago ten Leagues Weſt 
of May inthe ſame laticude, inhabited both by 
Moores and Portugueſs, occalioned by the crue|. 
ty of the Portugals toward the {laves which 
was ſo intollerable that many fled trom their 
Maſters to the hilly parts of the I{land, and 
their number increaling by the eſcape 
. they dayi'y made, grew at length ſo formida- 
ble rhat they are now a terror to their Op- 
prefſors from whom they recerve gayly inju- 
ries either in their Goods or Cattel, and have 
loſt a great part of that large and fruicful Iſl: 
whichisa rclictto all Ships bound for Braſil, 
- Guinea or the Exf-Indies, bing alſo of great 
ſtrength were it not for the cauſe afrefaid, 
which hath much abated the pride of the Por. 
* tugals, who under pretence of Trade and 
Friendſhip excl}uJed the fiſt Planters thereof = 
both from Government, Liberty, and almoſt | 
Life. South-weſt of this Iſle they took a Por- 
tugal Ship loaden with Wine, ſtore of Lianen 
arid Woaollen Cloth, and other Goods bound 
for Braſile wth many Merchants and Geatle. 
men aboard ; As they went hence three Towns 
in {1ght of them ſhot oft two great Guns into 
the Se, either for joy of their departure, or to 
ſhew they were provided to entertain them, and 
were anſwered with one from the Fleet. South- 
weſt about twelve Leagues hence yet for its 
height not ſceming above three, lics Fego a 


burning 
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burning {land or Fiery Furnace, wherein riſes 
a ſteep Hill thought at leaſt eighteen Engliſh 
Miles high, belching out great and dreadtul 
Flames of Fire from the top, almoſt every quar- 
ter of an hour, that in the night it gives light 
like the Moon, and ſeems to reach the very 
Heavens; It ttirows out great Stones, Which 
falling into the Sea are uſed as Pumice Stones ; 
The reſt ot the Iſland is peopled with Portugal: 
who live happily therein. 

Two Leagues hence lyes another Sweet and 
Pleaſant Ifland called Brawa, the T recs always 
green, and 1s a!moſt planted ail over with 
Trees, and Fruus, as Figs, Cceo's, Plantains, 
Oranges, Lemmons, Cotton, and the like, with 
Streams of freſh weter running into the Sea and 
ealily taken up by Boats and Pinnaces, but there 
5 no Road nor Anchoring for Ships, no ground 
being to be found bv the longeſt Line, fo that 
the Sca 15 thought as deep as Fogo is high; They 
four d only one Hermit inhabiting this Ifland, 
nor ſaw any Houſe but his, who dciighted ſo 
much in ſolitarineſs' that he fled from them, 
leaving behind the Relicks of his V/o1 ſhip,that 
is a Croſs, a Crucifix, an Altar with another 
above ir, and certgin Images of Wood of rude 
Workmanſhip. They here fcharg'd the Pur- 
tugals taken near Sr, apo, giving them a new 
Pinnace built at Mogadore inſtead of their old 
Ship, with Victuals and Proviſion. 

Furniſht with freſh Water at Cape $r

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Feb. 2, they dereCted their courſe toward the 
Streights of Magel/ane to go through into the 
South Sza, ſailing fixty three days without 
fight of Land, paſting the EquinoQtial Line, 
Feb. 17. and fell with the Coaſt of Braſil 
April 5. During which long paſſage on the vaſt 
Ocean, having nothing but Sea below ani Hez. 
ven above, they ſaw and experienced the 


goodneſs of Divine Providence in making am- !: 


ple Provilion for all their wants, and though 
they oft met with contrary Winds, and Storms, 
unwelcom calms and burning heats im this 
Torrid Z>ne, with the terrors of dreadful 
_ and Lightning, yct they could not 
but take notice that not having b*en throuphly 
furniſhed with Water fince they came from 
England till they arrived at the River of Plarg 
long after, yet for 17 Cays together their 
neceſſities were conſtantly [ 1pplyed by Run- 
Water, neither was their Fiz:zt ( now {is 1n 
number ) ever diſperſt, nor loſt company except 
rhe Portugal Priz2 for ane day only, which 
yet much diſcouraged them, having the great- 
eſt part of their drink aboard her, and was 
thereforc found again with much joy ſince her 
miſcarriage mighg have defeated the whole 
Voyage. Among many ſtrange Creatures they 
particularly obſerved the Elying Fiſh, as big z1 
a Pilchard, whoſe Fins are gs long as bis Bvy, 
and ſerve for wings when he is chaſed by the 
Bonero or great Mackrell ( whom the Dol- 
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phin likewiſe purſues ) for when weary of 
Swiming, be litrs up himſelf above Water and 
Flyes pretty high, falling ſometimes into Vel- 
els that Sail by; The Fins are fo curiouſly placed 
as might ſerve for a longer and higher fiight, 
did not their dryneſs after ten or twelve ſtrokes 
hinder their rwotion, and force them into the

and bringing her into harbor being unloaden 
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ſhe was broken up, and made fire-wood, the |

After ſome ftay here, being aſhoar in ay 
Iſland nigh the Main Land, and from whence | 
at low water they might go over a foot, the In- | 
habitants appeared, leaping, dancing, holding 
up their hands,and making out-cryes after theit | 
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manner, but it being then high water the Ge- 
neral ſent them by a Boar ſome Knives, Bells, 
Buples, and other things he thought would 
pleaſe them ; Upon which getting together on 
a Hill half a Mile from the Shoar, two of their 
Company came down ſwiftly though with a 
great grace ſuch as they uſe in time of Wars, 
but drawing nigh they made a ſtand, upon 
which the Evgliſh rying the things to a Staff, 
ſtuck itin the ground that they might ſee it, 
and retired a reaſonable diſtance 3 Being depart- 
ed, they came and took the things leaving in- 
ſtead thereof ſuch Feathers as they wore on their 
heads, a bone carved like a rooth-pick fix in 
ches long and neatly burnithed ; Where- 
upon the General with divers Gentlemen went 
over to them, they ſtill remaining on the Hill 
placed in a rank one of them running from one 
end to the other E1ft and Weſt, with his hands 
over his head, and his body inclining toward ! b

thing they cryed Corob Cereb, with ratling in 


their rhroat, iheir goods: were Arrows made 


of Reeds, Feathers, and the Bones aforemen- 
tioned. They go naked except only a Furr 
abaut thear Shoulders when they (itor lye in 
the.-Cald; but at other times it is a, girdle 
about their: Loyns ; Their Hair 1s very long, 
which to prevent trouble thy 'knit up with a 
Roll of Oftrich Feathers, and ſerves. them 
tor a: Quiver for their Arrows, and a Store- 
hauſe . for what they carry about them ; 
'Fhofſe of Quality wear a large plain Feather 


on each (ide their heads ſeeming afar off like 


Horns, ſo that a head thus trim'd upon a naked 
body reſembles a Devil with horns. 

Their chief bravery conſiſts in pzinting 
their Bodys with divers Colours, with ſuch 
works as they fancy; Same waſh their faces

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with Sutphur of the like, others paint that | 


whole Bodys Black, leaving only- their necks 
round' about White, and ſhew like Ladys with 
black Gowns and naked Necks; Some paint one 
Shoulder black and another white, and likewiſe 
their Legs, ſetting white Moons on the black 
part, and black on the white, being the marks 
of the Gods they adore ; By this: continual 
painting the pores of their Bodys are fo cloſed 
they never feel any cold, they are ſtrong, 
comely, ſwift, and aCtive; andare much to be 
lamented that being of tratable natures, andin | 
an excellent ſoy] they are ignorant of the «wor- | 
ſhip of the true God, for though © they never 
knew any Chriſtians before, yet they ſoon be- | 
came fo familiar, that they ſeem'd rather wil- 
lipg to ſerve and do them all good Offices than | 
offer any injury. The General beſtowing a | 
Cap off his head on one of their Chiefs, he | 
going at a diſtance ſuddenly pierced his: Leg 
deeply with an Arrow,fo that the Bloud ſtream- | 
ing out, be thereby fignih'd his unfained loveto 
bim, and was as a Covenant of peace between 
them, they were about fifty perſons who thus 
frequented their company; In the South part.of 
this Bay is a River of freſh Water, and ſeveral 
INlands tull of Seals, Birds and Fowls, ſafficient 
to maintain a multitude of people, of which 
they killed ſome with Shot and Staves, and 
took many Birds with their hands, they light- 
ing upon their Heads and Shouldters 7 my 
W | 
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ſaw no Boat or Canoo uſed by the Natives to 
come to theſe Iſles, their own proviſion ſeem- 
ed to be Raw Fleſh and Fiſh, they finding 
pieces of Seals all Bloudy which they had 
gnawn with their teeth like Dogs ; - They are 
all armed with a Bow an Ell long, and Arrows 
of Reeds headed with Flints very exactly. This 
Bay they named Seal Bay for the plenty of 
them found here, killing two hundred in an 
hours time. 

Sufficiently provided with all neceffaries they 
failed hence June 12. South-ward,and anchor- 
ed two days in a little Bay, where they diſ- 
charged and laid up the Canter or Chriſtopher, 
and June 14. arrnved at another Bay in 
fifry degrees rwenty minutes South-Latitude 
and within one degree of the mouth of the 
Streights, through which lay their defired Paf 
ſage to the South Sea. Here the General turn- 
ed his Courſe Northerly in hope of finding his 
Ship and Friends loſt in the great ay oy 
it they ſhould paſs the Strezghts without them, 
both might be much diſcomforted, So that 
fune 18, putting again to Sea with hearty 
prayers to God for Succeſs, they ran back to- 
ward the Line, and the next night near Port 
St, Fulian had hght cf their Ship, and the day 
a'ter the whole Flcet entred joytully into that 
Port to refit and refreth this Ship and the wea- 
ried men; Sr. Falian 1s in 49 degrees, 
30 minutes heing a very Convenient Har- 
wv © bor 
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bor, haviog many Iſlands within it; Coming 
now. to an Anchor, and all things made ſafe,the- | 
General, with his Brother and five others, ( ac. | 
cording to his uſual care and diligence on ſuch 
occaſions ) .rowed further into the Bay in q 
Boat to find out ſome convenient place for | 
freſh Water and Proviſions during their flay, | 
and were no ſooner landed when two of.the 
Natives viſited them, called by Magellane Pey- 
ragoures for their huge Stature and Strength, 
who feem'd much to rejoice at their Arrival, 
familiarly receiving whatever the General gave 
them, and much pleaſed to ſee Olzver the 
Maſter-Gunner ſhoot an Emgliſr Arrow, try- 
ing 'to out-ſhoot him, but came nothing near 
him; Soon after another arrived who ſcem'd 
at the Civility of his fellows, and ſtrove 
earneſtly tro make them become enemies, which 
General Drake not ſuſpecting uſed them as be. 
fore, when Mr, Wire thinking alſo to ſhoot 
| an Arrow, that he who came laſt might ſeeir, 
the ſtring of his Bow broke,which being before 
their terror, did now incourage them to con- 
trive 'treachery againſt them, not imagining 
their Guns and Swords were Weapons of War, \ 
and therefore as they were quietly returning to | 
their Boar theſe Villains ſuddainly diſcharged 
their Arrows at their backs, aiming chicfly at 
him who had the Bow, and not ſuticring him 
to ſtring it again by wounding him 1n the 
Shouldicr, who turning about was ſhot with |

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in Arrow through the Lungs, yet fellnot, but 
the Gummer being ready .to ſhoot off his 
Mausket which took not fire, was flain outright, 
In this extremity their expert General gave or- 
der that no man ſhould keep any certam 


ground, but ſhifting places and defending 


themſelves with their Targets ſhould approacl 


theſe Monſters, and break all the Arrows ſhot 
at them, knowing. when they were ſpent they 
ſhould (ublue them at pleaſure, with this wiſe 
courſe, and by ſhooting oft the peice' the Gun» 
ner cou'd not fire, the General killed the Au:

This difcourſe raiſed admiration and aftoniſh- 
ment in all prefenr, eſpecially in his neareſt 
Friends and Ceareſt Acquaintance, bur none 
was ſo much aftctted as the General himſelf, 
who unable to conceal his tender affeRion, 
withdrew, requiring them when they had

well ſet mean Stature, delighting much in

| Houſe within the Iſland built with Pales and 


covered with Skins of Bzalts, wherein there 
was fire, water and fuch Victuals as they can 
get, as Seals, Muſſc/s and the like, the Veſlels 
wherein they kcep their Water and Drink are 
of Wood like their Canoos and very neat, 
which they cut with Rnives made of huge 
Muſſel Shells (the Fiſh being good ſavoury 
meat ) which after they have broken off the 
thin elg2 they grin and remper (0 hard upon 
Stones that it will caſily cur the hardeſt Won, 
and whereof they make Fiſgips to kill Fiſh with 
admirable dexterity.

For the very next day Oc. 8. recoverin 
the mouth of the Streights again, they rettirne 
the ſame way, and coaſting Braſile, arrived in 
England Fune 2. the year tolicwng ; So that 
now the Admirals Ship m'ght well have retain- 
ed her former name, bing like a Pel/ican alone 
in this Wilderneſs o. Waters; And though the 
General diligently ſought the reſt of his Fleet, 
yet he could not gain the leaſt Intelligence of

From this Bay of parting Friends, they.were

Mountains, their Anchors ( like falſe Friends ) 
forfaking their hold- faſt, andſeeming to hide

ing Seas Which toſſed them even like a 'Tennis- 
Ball; In this extremity it ignited nothing to 
l:t fall more Anchors, ſinee the cepth was fo 
immenſurable that five hundred fathom would 
reach no ground, fo that the invererate and con- 
tinual rage cf the Seca, the impoſſibility of an- 
choring, or of ſpreading a S1l, the dangerous 
Rocks and Shelves, theGifh.ulty of continuing 
there, the inevitable peril of getting out, in 
ſhort the woful calamitys wherewith they were 
ncompaſſed on every fide, afforded them very 
little hope of eſcaping utter deſtruction had not 
Divine providence ſupported their finking 
Spirits, it ſeeming as likely that the Mountains 
ſhould have been rent in ſunder from the Top 
to the Bottom and thrown head-long into the 
Sea by theſe prodigious Winds, as that the 
help of all the men inthe World could have 
ſaved any of their lives, Yet that God of

a reaſorable gale, and ſince the narrowneſs of 
the Paflage is reckoned the cauſe of this ſwift 
current, they now obſerved that the Paſlages 
through were innumerable, and Southward of 
theſe I{lands there is a Jarge and main Sea. 
Coming to the utmoſt part of theſe 1{lands 
OX. 28. the Storm ceaſed, and all their ca» 


| lamities except the abſence of their Friends were 


forgotten; As if God had ſecretly intended 
they ſhould make this diſcovery, and did then | 
ftay his t an and refreſh his Servants ; In theſe 
Southerly parts the night in the Jatter end of 
Offober was but two hours long; Lhere zre 
few of theſe I{lands bur are inhabited and live 
after the ſame manner as thoſe aforenamed ; 
The General gave one name to them ail calling 
them Elizaberbides; After two days Og. 30. 


they Siiled North-Weſt along the Coaſts of 


Peru, haſting to the height of 30 degrees being 
the placc appointed for the Fleet to reafſemble, 
and to feck for them in the 1nean tune. In this

courſe they next day met with two Iſlands 
ſtored with Birds of which they made plentiful 
provicion from whence Nov. IT. they ſteered 
North-Weſt as formerly, but ſoon found the 
miſtake of the Maps in deſcribing the Latitude 
of thaſe Coaſts; This part of Peru to Lima 11 
Degrees South, 1s Mountainous and - barren 
without either Water or Wood except in ſome 
few places inhabited by the Spaniards, and nat 
hearing of their Ships they Anchored Now, 15, 
at a great I{land called Mucho by the Spaniard; 
' for its largeneſs, very fruitful of Sheep and 
other Cattle, ſtored with Maiz, Potatoes and 
other Roots, and thought to be wonderful rich 
in Gold, wanting nothing fit for the uſe of 
man. The Inhabitants are thoſe Indians who by 
the horrid ſeverities of the Spaniards have been 
driven from the Continent to ſecure and fotrifie 
themſelves here; With this People General 
Drake thoug ht fit to Traffick for freſh Viftuals 


and Water, and therefore that very night ſome | 


of the Company going aſhore, they very cour- 
teouſly came and br-ught the beſt ViAtuals and 
Proviſions they had, preſenting the General 
with two very fat Sheep, who returned them 
many neceſſary things, aſſuring them that he 
came only to exchange ſuch Goods with them 


as he wanted and they could well ſpare, and. 


chiefly ſuch as they bad already brought them, 
except frcſh water which they defired them to 


bring ; whereat they ſeemed very well pe 
an 
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and extream joyful at their coming, promiling 
to dire& them where to have freſh water next 
morning, and that they would bring any thing 
elſe they wanted. 

Next morning early, the General baving 
prepared all things ready for Trafhick, and Vel- 
ſels wo bring the water. ſet two of his men 
aſhore to go to ghe watering-place, aſſigned the 
night before, Who paſled quietly halt the way, 
but were then violently aſſaulted and flain by 
theſe treacherous people, and in hope to ſur- 
prize: the General with the reſt, about five 
hundred of -them prepared tor miſchief, lay im 
ambuſh behind the Rocks, who ſuddenly ftal- 
ling on thern, the Rocks being very dangerous 
for Boats, and the paſſage very open to the Sex, 
they wounded every man of-the Company with 
their Arrows, Drake himfelt being ſhot in the 
Face under his right Eye very deep, andinhs 
Head to the great indangering of his Lite; 
The' reſt there being nine Perſons in the B at 
were pgrievouſly wounded, and the Chiet Sur- 
geon being dead, and his Mate abſent in the 
'Vice-Admiral, none but a Boy being lefr, their 


Caſe 'was very deſperate, yet by the help of 


God and the afliſtance of the reſt they all 
eſcaped. The cauſe of this injury trom theſe 
Iflanders proceeded from their hatred to theSpa- 
nards for their cruelties toward them, and ſome 
of the Engliſh uling the Spanijh word aqua in 


requiring water, they ſuppoſed them > that 
a Nation, 


Nation, and therefore uſed this outrage toward 
them; The General lefr the revenge. of thi 
wrong to Heaven, wilhing only they might he 
ſenſible whom they had abuſed, not an Enemy 
but thoſe who would rather have defended 
them from the injuries of the Spaniards, and 
ſailed thence.that Afrerngon, © Hs por 
the place appointed for meeting the reft af: chew 


Ships, and to find a conveniency for repofing | 


their wounded men, and ſupplying then with 
neceſſaries, and at length Nowews. 30. they fell 
in with a place called Phzhips Bay.in about $1 
degrees, and inſtantly ſent out a Boat for dif 
covery, who after diligent ſearch. could find no 
appearance of relief, diſcoyering only the heads 


of wild Beaſts but no {ign of any Inhabitant | 


thereabour.

brought aboard the General, -he was a peaper 
comely Perlon clothed in a white Garmegt 
reaching almoſt to his Knees, his Arms and Head 


were bare, his Hair very long, but withouty ! 


Beard, as moſt Indians are, ſeeming to be-of /a | 


mild temper.apprehen(ave to learn every thing, | 


and very thankful tor what the General befloy- 
ed on him, and diſcovering in his carriage the 
harmleſs diſpolition of the Natives, :and hoy 
unjuſtly they have bcen abuſed by the Spent 
ards ; Aﬀtcr he had been kindly treated, and 
furnitht with what they had, giving what he 


thought 


. 
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thought convenient in exchange, he was freely 
diſmiſt in their Boat, with his own Canoo made 
of Reeds, and when landed, defired the Ex- 
ghſþ toftay till his return, who being met by 
two or three of his Friends, ſhewed them the 
Gifts be had received, wherewith they were 
fo pleaſed, that in a few hours he with ſeveral 
others, whereof one ſeemed of Quality, came 
and brought them Hens, Egge, and a fat Hog, 
all which they ſentin a Canoo to their Boar 
then at ſome diſtance from ſhore, and tg aſſure 
them of their faithful meaning the Captain hav- 
ing ſent back his Horſe, reſolv'd to- commit him- 
{:|f to their fidelity of theſe ſtrangers and to go 
with them alone to their General. By whom 
they underſtood that there was no relict to be 
had here, bur cftered to be there Pilot to a 2ood 
Harbor Southward, where by way of treftick 
they might have freſh Water and all other con- 
veniencies ; This ofter was readily accepted by 
the General, the place deſcribed being near 
that where he had appointed his Fleet to ran- 
c&zvouz 3 Omitting therefore their deſign of 
Hunting and Killing ſome of the Buffalo, they 
by the conduct of this New Indian P.iot came 
Decem. 5. into the defired Port. 

This Harbor is called by the Spaniards Fal- 
few1%0, and the Town acjoining is Sr, James 
of Chinly, in 35 degrees 40 minutes, where 
though they heard nothing of their Ships, yer 
were fu!ly ſupp'ye! with all neceflarys inabun+ 
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dance, and amongſt others they found in the 
Town divers Store-houſes of Chily Wines, 
and a Ship in the Harbor called The Grand 
C aptain of the South aud Admiral to the Iſland; 
of Solomon \aaden with the ſame liquors, toge- | 
ther with a quantity of fine Gold of Baldrvia, 
and a great Crucifix of Gold beſet with Eme. | 
ralds; They ſpent ſome time in refreſhing | 
themſelves and eaſing this Ship of ſo heavy a | 
burthen, and being ſufficiently ſtored with 
Wine, Bread, Bacon and the like for a long

ſeaſon, Decem. 8. they failed back again to- 
ward the EquinoCtial Line, with their Indian 
Pilot whom the General bounrifully rewarded, 
and landed at the place he dclired, Having 
thus ſupplyed their wants, their next care was to

' applyed his utmoſt endeavour, and fince it was 
inconvenient to.ſearch every Creck and Harbor

reſolved {ingly to defy and territy three hun- 
dred men, or elſe dyE on the place, which ac- 
cordinply happentd, for being quickly {lain,

headed by the Spaniards, his right band cut oft

| they without asking offered him their Service

And in their * 
way to Lima met with another Bark of Art- 
quipa, who had begun to load ſome Gold and 
bilyer, but upon notice of their coming from 
Arica by land, it was again unladen ; Yet they 
rook a Bark tull of Linnen, which they judg'd 
uſeful-for rhem. 

Feb. 15. they came to Lima, and found 
thirty Ships in the harbor ſeventeen 'of them 
beg the beſt in the South-Sea, all ready pro- 
vided, yet they had the courage to fall into the 
miſt of them where they anchored all night, 
and had they been revengeiul could have done 
the Spaniards more miſchiet in a few | hours 
than they could have again recavered in.many 
years ; Bur their chiet care was to find out 
their own Company rather than to recompence 
their cruelty, and though they had no news of 
them here, yet they had notice of what much 
elevated ther, and ſeem'd torecompence all 
their labour, namely that here was a Ship of 
one Michael Angelo's wherein were fifteen hun- 
dred Bars of Silver, with Silks and Linnen, and 
a Cheſt full of Royals of Plate, which they 
quickly took poſſe{hon of, Here they had ſome 
news from Europe and particularly of the death 
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the King of Portugal, and both the Kings of 
Feſſe and Morocco killed all three 1n one battle 
in one day in Barbary, the death of the King 
. of Franceand the Pope, and which was more 

welcom, they had intelligence of arich Ship 
- gone out of the Haven Feb, 2, loaden with 
Gold and Silver for Panama. Therefore next 
Morning Feb, 16, they Sailed when the 
Wind ſerved, and then towed their Ship 
toward Panama haſtening it poſſible to 
ger ſight of this Gallant Ship the Caca- 
fogo the glory of the South-Sea gone from 
Lima fourteen days before ; They fell with 
Cape Franciſco March. 1. paſſing the Line the 
day before, and about noon diſcovered a Sail 
ahead of them, and having once ſpoke with her 
they lay ſtill jn the ſame place fix days tore- 
cover breath being almoſt ſp:at with their 
haſty purſuit, and to recal what advantage they 


had made fince their coming from Lima. 


They had notice of this great Prize ſeveral 
rimes, once by a ſh'p taken between Lima and 
Paita; Again by another ſhip Jaden with 


Wines taken in the Port of Pairs, by a third ' 


loaden with tackle, and implements for Ships, 
with eighty pound weight in Gold from Guia- 


| | gail, and laſtly by Gabriel! Alvarez whom 


they met with near the Line, by all whoſe re- 
; lations, they found this Ship to be really the 

' Rich Cacafogo, though before they left her a 
Boy of their own named her the Coehre' 
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They found in her ſome fruit, Sugar, Meal and 
other proviſions, but eſpecially that which was 
the cauſe of her ſlow ſailing, namely a certain 
uantity of Jewels and Precious ſtone, thir- 
teen Cheſts of Riyals of Plate, fourſcore yOu 
Weight of Gold, Twenty {ix Tun of unco« 
vered Silver, two very large Silver gilt drinking 
Bowls, and other like trifles valued at about 
three hundred and fixty thouſand Pezoes ; 
They gave the Maſter alittle Linnenand 
ſome other things ia exchange for theſe goods, 
and after ſix days bid him farewel ; He haſt- 


' ning ſomewhat lighter, Pavama and they go+- 


ing oft ro Sea to conſider whither to ſteer next. 

And now conliJdering they were come one 
deg-ee North of the Line, to the entrance of 
the Bay of Panama, and that there was little 
hope their loſt Ships ſhould be before them 
lince rhey could get no notice of them in ſo 
long a Courſe and with the ſtricteſt ſearch an1 
nquiry, and that the time of the year drew on 
wherein their General if ever mult proſecute 


- bis defignof diſcovering a Paſlage about the 


North parts of Americs from the South-Sea 
nto our own Ocean, which would be ſervice- 
adie to his Countrey for the future, and them- 
kelves might have a much nearer Paſſage 
bome ; They therefore concluded to find out 
a Canvenient place for triming their Ship, and 
geting Wood, Water and other proviſions 


{ aboard, and then to haſten for diſcovering this 
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Paſſage through which they might return with 
J2y to their much deſired homes; Sailing there- 
fore March 7, toward the I{le of Cajnos, they 
arrived there the 16, ſerling themſelves in a 
freſh River between that and the Continent for 
fn thing their affairs, where there happened a 
terrible Earthquake, which was fo violent that 
the Ship and Pinnace though near an Engliſh 
Mile from the ſkcar trembled and ſhook as if 
on dry land ; They found hcre Fiſh, Wood, and 
freſh Water ( bcfides Alegators and Monkeys ) 
with many other neceſſaries that rhey wanted ; 
In their paſſage | bither they rook one Ship 
more, which was the laſt they met with on all 
theſe Coaſts, laden with Linnen, China ſilk 
ard Ch;na d ſh, and a Falcon curiouſly 
wrought in Gold, with a great Emerauld in the 
breaſt chercof, 

From hence March 25. 1579. they refol- 
ved to fail the neareſt courſe the Wind would 
permit without touching any where in a long 
way, paiſſing by Port Papagaia; The Port of 
the Vale of the moſt Rich and Excellent Balms 
of Fericho, .Duantapico and divers others, as allo 
Certain G:ilphs hereabour, which continually 
fend forth :.ch violent winds as much indanger 
the Spariſh Ships it they go too near. But hay- 
ing notice that they ſhauld oft have calms and 
contrary winds rear the Coaſt, and thar it they 
run off to S.14 to avoid them, they could not 
theu moet will: Land again when they would; 
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the General thought kit to increaſe their Provi- 
ſons, and therefore at the next Harbor called 
Guatulco, inhabited by Spaniards, they by 
trading ſupplyed themſelves with Bread and 
other udkey ©. 3 and then departed from the 
Coalt of America, yet not forgetting to take 
along with them a pot of about a Buſhel full of 
Ryals of Place, that they found in the Town, 
with a Chain of Gold and other Jewels which 
they intreated a Spaniard who was flying away 
with them to leave behind, Next day April 16.: 
they went direCtly to Sea, ſailing five hundred. 
Leagues in Longitude to get a Wind, and by 
Tune 3. got fourteen huadred Leagues, come. 
ing into 42 degrees North Latitude, where 
they felt an extream alteration from heat to 
cold, which much impaired their healths, made 
the Ropes of their Sh11ps ſtiff, and the Rain was 
turned into Hail, fo that they ſeemed rather in 
the Frozen Zone thin ſo near the Sun, and fail- 
ing 2 degrees further the cold increaſed ſo fe 
verely that their hands were benur'd, and they 
curſt hardly bring them from under their Gar= 
ments to feed thernlelves ; Neither could they 
impue this to the tenderneſs of their Bodies, 
coming out of thoſe very hot Countreys, lince 
their meat almoſt as ſoon a3 from the Fire was 
frozen, and their tackle fo ſtiff, that fix men 
were hardly able to perform what, was ufua}}z 
done by three, which very much Qlcouras

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Wi wading them to truſt in Gods Providence 


*- ſhould now quit themſelves like men, and en. 
- > dure this ſhort trouble and extremity with patj- 
| ence, fince they were ſure thereby to obtain 
ſpeedy comfort and glory ; By ſuch motives as 
theſe he put new life into them, ſo that every 
man was armed with a reſolution to ſee the ut- 

' - moſt Diſcovery could be made that way, 
\* The Landin that part of America bearing 


nearer to it than they were aware, and yet the 
cold till increaſed. Fune 5. they were driven 
by the winds toward the Shore which they then 
h-it deſcried, and Anchored in a Bay much 
expoſed to the winds and flaws, and when th 
ceaſed, 'there inſtantly followed thick ſtinking 
Fogs, which nothivg but the wind could re- 
' move, and that was always violent, So that 
rot able to ſtay here nor go further Northward 
for the cold and wind which was full againft

| who never fails his Children, and that they 


further Weſt than they imagined, they were | 
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who came out of the hear, but on the Inhabi- 
:nts themſelves though accuſtomed thereto, 
who yet came ſhivering to them in their warm 
Furs crouding cloſe together to receive heat of 
each other, the Trees being without Leaves, 
and the ground without Graſs even in Tune 
and Fuly, the poor Birds and Fowls not dare- 
ing to riſe from their Neſts ( as they oft found) 
| after they had laid their firſt Egg, till they were 
hatcht, and had got ſome ſtrength, but had 


| this advantage, that their Bodies being exceed- | 


ing hot perfects their young ſooner than in 
other places; Though the real cauſe of this 
extremity is uncertain, yet it 15 judged to pro- 
ceed from the large Continent of America and 
Aſa near together Northward of this place, 
from whoſe high Mountains always covered 
| with Snow, the Northweſt Winds which uſu- 
| ally blow on theſe Coaſts bring this almoſt in- 
ſufferable ſharpneſs, which the Sun in his great- 
| eſt heat is nor able to diſſolve, from whence 
; the Earth is ſo barren,and the Snow lyes at their 
| doors almoſt in the midſt of Summer, but is 
| never off their Hills, from whence proceeds 
thoſe ſtinking Fogs through which the Sun 
cannot pierce, nor draw the vapors higher into 
the Air, except the fierce winds do ſometimes 
| ſcatter them, and when gone, the Fogs return 
as before ; S5me Scamen aboard who had been 
In Greenland, affirmed they never felt ſuch 
cold in the end of Summer as now in theſe _ | 
- It 


| 
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hot monthe, from whence it may be ſuppoſed, 


there is no paſſage through theſe Northern 
or if there be it is unnavigable for the Ice and 
Cold met with therein ; Neither in all their 
failing on theſe Coaſts to 48 degrees could they 
Gnd the Larid bend in the leaſt toward the Eaſt 
but running aiways Northweſt as if it diredtly 
met with 46a, and even then when they had 
a Wind tocarry them through, if -any ſuch 
paſſage had been, yet they had a ſmooth Sex 
and ordinary Tides, which could not haye 
happened had there been a Streight, as they 


concluded th-re was none. 


_ CHAP. VI. 


General Drake having gained immenſe Treaſure 


—_ —— 


m Guld, Silver and fewels, lands at a place |, 


named by bim Nova Aibion, where the Indi. 
ans Crown him King of their Countrey ; From 
hence he 'ails homeward by the Molucco 
Iſlands, and the Cape of Goud Hope, and 
having thus ſurroundred the World, retury 
Joyfully to England about 1w0 years and tm 
months from ther firſt ſertmp forth ; Luz 
Elizabeth comes aboard hu Ship at Deptford 
and Rnip ts him. 
NF day afrer their coming to Anchor in 
the Harbor aforementioned, the Native 
of the Countrey diſcovering thern, ſent a Man 
to them in a Canoo with all expedition, who 
began to ſpeak to them at a greatdiftance, but 
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zpproaching nearer made a long Solemn Oratl- 
on with many ſigns and geſtures after their 
manner, moving his hands, and _— his 
head, and after he had ended, with great ſhew 
of reſpect and fubmiſſion return'd again to 
ſhoar ; He repeated the Ceremony a ſecond 
and third time, bringing with him a bunch of 
Feathers like thoſe of a black Crow, neatly 
placed on a ſtring and gathered into a round 
bundle, exattly cut and equal in length, which 
( 8s they underſtood atterward ) was a ſpecial 
| Badg worn upon the head of the Guard of the 
| Kings Perſon 5 He brought allo a little Basker 
made of Ruſhes, full of an Herb called Tabah, 
which tyed to a ſhort Rod he caſt into their 
Boar. The Gencral intended inſtantly to have 
' recor-penced him, but could not perſwade him 
to receive ary thing except a Hat: thrown out 
of the Ship into the water, refuſing any thing 
«ſe though it were uPon a board thruſt off ro 
him, and fo preſently return'd ; After this their 
Boat could row no way but they would follow 
ir, ſeeming to adore them as Gods, 

June 21. Their Ship being leaky came 
rearer the ſhoar to Land their Goods, but to 
prevent any ſurprize, the General (cnt his men 
aſhore firſt with all nceceſſaries for making Tents 
and a Fort for ſecuring their purchaſe ; Which 
the Natives obſerving came down haſtily in 
great numbcrs with ſuch weapons as they had 
as if avgry, but without the leaſt thought of 


tes. þ 
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 Hoftility, for approaching them they ſtood ag 
men raviſhed with admiration at the ſight of 
ſuch things as they had never before heard nor 
ſeen, ſeeming rather to reverence them as Dei- 
ties than to deſign War againſt them as Mortal 
Men, which they diſcovered every day more 
clearly during their whole time of ſtaying a- 
mong them. Being directed by figns to lay 
down their Bows and Arrowsthey immediately 
obeyed as well as all the reſt who came conti- 
nually to them, ſo. that ina little while there 
were a great company of Men and Women, 
To conhrm this peace which they ſeemed fo 
willing to agree to, the General and his men 
treared them very courteouſly, beſtowing on 
them freely what might cover their nakedneſ,, 


and making them ſenhib'e they were not Gods | 
but Mn, and had thcmuſelves need of Garments | 


to cover their ſhime, and perſwading them ta 
' put on Cloths, eating and drinking in their pre- 

* ſence, to ſarishe them, that being Men they 
could not live without ir, yet all would not 
prevail to perſwade them they were not Gods; 
In recompence of Shirts, Linnen-cloth and the 
like beſtowed cn them, they gave the General 
and his Company Feathers, Cawls of Net. 
work, Quivers for Arrows made of Fawn-$king 
and the Skins of thoſe Beaſts their V/omen 
wore on their Bodies, 

Being at length fuliy contented with view- 
ing them, they return'd with jy to their 
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Houſes, which are dug round within the Earth, 
and have from the ſurtace of the ground poles 
of Wood ſer up and joined together at the top 
like a ſpired Steeple, which being covered with 
Earth, no Water can enter, and are very 
warm, the door being allo the Chimney to let 
out the Smoak, which are made {lopous like 
| the Scuttleof a Ship z Their Beds are on the 
hard Ground ſtrowed with Ruſhes with a fire in 
the midſt round which they lye on, and the roof 
being low round and cloſe gives a very great 
| reflexion of heat to their Bodys; The men ge- 
| nerally go naked, but the Women combing out 
| Bulruſhes make therewith a looſe Garment 
| which tyed round their middle, hangs down 
| about their hipps, and hides what nature 
| would have concealed; They wear likewiſe 
| about their Shoulders a Deers-Skin with the 
| Hair thereon, they are very ob:dient and ſer- 
| viceable to their Husbands, - Frm nothing with- 
| out their command or conſent, R eturning to 
their Houſes, they made a lamentable howling 
; and crying, which the Emgliſh though three 
| quarters of a Mile diſtant heard wich wonder, 
the Women cſpecially extending their yoices 
with doleful ſhreiks. 

Notwithſtanding this ſeeming ſubmiſſion and 
| reſpet, the General having experienC't the trea- | 
chery of other Infidels, provided againſt any al- 


teration of their minds, ſetting up Tents, and 


ntrenching themſelves with Stone-walls; which 


= done, 


done, they grew more ſecure. Two days after 
this firſt Company were gone, a great multi. 
tude of others, invited by their report, came to 
viſit them, who as the other, brought Feather, 
and Bags of Tabah tor Prefents, or rather for 
Sacrifices, believing they were Gods ; Coming 
to the top of the Hil, at the bottom whereof 
they had bu'lt their Fort, they made a ſtand, 
where their Chi:f Speaker wearied himſelf and 
them with a long O-cation, uſing ſuch ' violent 
geſtures, and fo ſtrong a voice, and fpeaking 
ſo faſt that he was quite out of breath ; Having 


done, all the reſt bowed their Bodys very flow- | 


ly and revercntly tothe ground, crying Ob; as 
conſenting to all had been ſaid, then leaving 
their Bows with their Women and Children 
behind, they came down with their Preſents in 
ſuch an awful poſture as if they had indeed ap- 
peared before a Deity, thinking themſelves hap. 
Py tu be near General Drake, and efpecally 
when he accepted what they ſo willing]y offer- 
ed, getting as nigh him as poſlible, 1magining 
they approached a God, 

Mean time the Women, as if frantick, uſed 
unnatural violence to themſelves, ſhreiking 
dreadfully, and tearing their Cheeks with their 
Nails till the Bloud ſtreamed down their Breaſts, 


rending their Garments from the upper parts of | 


their Bodys, and holding their Hands above 
their Heads, thereby to expoſe their Breaſts to 
danger, they furiouſly threw themſelyes on the 


ground, | 
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ground, not regarding whether it were wet or 
dry, but daſht their naked Badys againſt Stones, 
Hills, Wood, Buſhes, Bryers, or whatever lay 
in their way, which cruelty they repeated (yea 
ome Women with Child) 15 or 16 t:mes fo- 
gether till their ſtrength failed them thereby, 
which was more grievous to the Enpl:ſh to fee, 
than to themſelves to ſuffer, This Bioudy Sa- 
crifice ended, the General and his Company 
fell ro prayers, and by lifting up their Hands 
and Eyes to Heaven, ſignified that their Ged, 
whom they ought to Worſhip, was above in 


' the Heavens, whom thcy humbly beſought if it 


were his pleaſure, - to open their Blind Eyes that 
they might come to the knowledg of Jefus 
Chriſt; While the Engloh were at Prayers, 
lnging of Plalms, and reading fome Chapters 
0 the Bible they fare very attentive, and at the 
end of every pauſecryed out with one voice, 
05! ſeeming to rejoice therein ; Yea delight- 
ed fo in their finging Pſalms, that after when- 
ever they reſorted ro them, they defired this 


Gnagh, or that they ſhould ſing. Ar their de- 
parture they returned all that the General had 
given them, thinking themſelves ſufficiemily 
happy in having free acceſs to them. 

Three days after Fwne 2.6. the news having 
ſpread it ſelf farther into the Countrey another 
greater number of People were aſſembled, and 
among them their King himſelf, a man of a 


comely preſence and ftature, attended with a

Guard of an hundred tall ſtout men, havin 
ſent two Ambaſſadors before to tell the Gene. 
ral their H:ob or King was coming, one of 
them in delivering his Meſſage ſpake low, 
which the other repzated Verbatim with a loud 
voice, wherein they continued about half an 
hour, which ended they by ſigns defired ſome 
preſent to their King to aſſure him of coming | 
in peace, which the General willingly granted, 
& they joyfuily went back to their Hiob;While 
after their King with all his "Train appeared in | 
as much pomp as he could, ſome loudly crying 
and ſinging before him, az they came nearer 
they ſeemed more grave in their Actions; In 
the front before him marcht a tall man of a 
good countenance carrying the _—_ or 
Mace Royal, of black Wood about 2 yard 
and halt long, upon which hung two Crowns 
one leſs than the other with three very lon 
Chains oft doubled, and a bag of the her 
Tahahb, the Crowns were of knitwork wrought 
curiouſly with feathers of divers Colours, and 
of a good faſhion, the Chains ſeemed of Bone, 
the Links being (mall, thin, and finely burniſhr, 
the number of Links in one Chain was almoſt 
innumerable, and worn by very few, who are 
ſtinted to the number, ſome 10, 12, or 20, 
and as they exceed ia Chains are thereby ac- 
counted more honourable. Next the Scepter-: 
Bearer came the King himſelf with his Guard | 


about h'm, having on his head a knitwork 
Caw!| 
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Caw! wrought ſomewhat like a Crown, and on 
his Shoulders a Coat of Rabbits-Skins reaching 
to bis Waſte ; The Coats, of his Guard were 
of the ſame ſhape but other Skins, having Caw!s | 
with Feathers, covered with a down prowing . 
on a herb exceeding any other down tor fine- 


neſs, and not to be uſed by any but thoſe 


| about the Kings Perſon, who are alſo permit- 


ted to wear a plume of Feathers on their heads . 
in ſign of honour, and the Secds of this herb 
are uſed only in Sacrifice to their Gods, Af- 
ter them followed the common people almoſt 
naked, whoſe long hair tycd up ina bunch be- 
hind, was ſtuck with plumes of Feathers, but 
in the fore part only one Feather like an Horn 
according to their own fancy, their faces were 
all painted, ſome White, others Black or other 
Colours, every man bringing ſomething in his 
Hand fora Preſent ; The Reer of their Com- 
pany conliſted in Women and Children, each 
Woman carrying a basket or two with bags of 
Tabab, a Root called Petah, ( whercof they 
make bread and eat it cither Raw or Baked ) 
broyled Fiſhes like Pilchards, the Seeds and 
Down aforementioned, and ſuch other things; 
Their Baskers are made of Rufhes like a' deep 
Boat, and fo well wrought as to hold Water, 


they hang peices of Pearl ſhells, and ſometimes 


Links of theſe Ch-ins on the brims, to kgnity 
they were only uſed 1n the Worſhip of their 
Gods, they are wrought with matted Down of 
red Feathers into various forms. aa, Gence- 


General Drake cauſed his men to be on they 
Guard whatever might happen, and gaing int 
his Fort made the greateſt ſhew poſſible of war: 
like preparations (' as he uſually did ) ſo that 
had they been real enemies they might be 
thereby diſcouraged from attempting any thing 
againſt them. Approaching nearer, and joiging 
cloſer rogether, they gave them a general $z. 
lutation, and after filence he who carried the 
Scepter prompted by another afſign'd by the 
King, repeated loudly what the other ſpake 


low, their Oration laſting half an hour, at the} 
cloſe whereof they uttered a common Any, | 


in approbation thereof ; "Then the King with 
the whole number of Men and Women ( the 
little Children only remaining behind ) came 
farther in the ſame Order down to the foot of 
the Hill ncar the Fort; When the Scepter- 
bearer with a compoſed countenance began 
Sang, and as it werea dance and was followed 
by the Ring and all thereſt, but the Women, 
wito were liient; They came near in thei: 
dance, and the General perceiving their honelt 
ſunplicity, let thementer freely within their 
Bulwark, where continuing a while ſing ng 
ant dancing the Women tollowing with thar 


bowls in their hands,their bodies being bruiſed, | 


and ther Facts, Breaſts;and other parts torn and 


ſported with Bioud;Reing tired with this exerci | 


they by ſigns Gelired the General to (it downyto 
whom ther King and others ſecmed ro make 
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ſupplications that ke weuld be the Ring ard 
Governor of their Countrey to whom they 
were moſt willing to rctign the Government of 
themſelves and their Poſterity, and more fully 
to declare their meaning, the King with all 
the reſt unanimouſly ſinging a Song, joyfully 
ſet the Crown on his head, inriching his neck 
with Chains, oftering him many other things, 
and benouring him with the title of Hzob, 
concluding with a Song and Dance of triumph 
that they were not only vitited by Gods, 


| (which they ſtill judged them ) bur that the 


great god was become their King and Patron, 
and they now the happieſt people in the 
World. | 

The General obſerving them fo freeiy to 


* offer all this to him, was unwilling to difobe 


lige them (ince he was neceiſitated to continue 
there ſome time, and to require relict in many 
things from them, not knowirg what advan- 
tage it might in time bring to Bis own Coun» 
trey; Therefore in the name and tur the uſe of 
Queen E';2abeth he took the Scepter, Crown 


and Dignity of that Land upon him, wiſhing 


that the Riches and Treaſurcs thereof, wherein 


the upper parts abound, might be as eaſily 
tranſported hither, as he had ovtained the Sc- 
veraipnty there: trom a people who have 
plenty and are of a very lovingand tractabie 
nature, fceming ready toimbrace Chriſtianity 
if it cou'd be preached and mace rnown to them; 


Theſe 
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Theſe Ceremonies over the common 
leaving the King and his Guard mingled then: 
ſelves among them, {tritly ſurveying every 
man and encloſing the youngeſt, oftered Sacrih. 
ces to them with lamentable ſhreiks and Weep- 
ivg, tearing the fl ſh from oft their faces with 
their Nails, and this not the Women only, by 
old Men likewiſe were as violent in roari 

and crying as they, The Engliſh much grieveda 
the power of Satan over them,ſhewed all kind 
of diſlike hereto,by lifting their hands and eye, 
toward Heaven, but they were ſo mad on their 
Idolatry that though held from rending then- 
ſelves, yet when at liberty were as violent & 
before, till thoſe they adored were conveyed ir 
to their Tents, whom yet as men diſtradted 
they raged tor again. Their madneſs a little 
qualified, they complained to' them of their 
griefs and diſeaſes, as old Aches,Shrunk Sinew; 
cankered Sores, Ulcers, and Wounds lately re. 
ceived wherewith divers were afflicted, and 
mournully defired care from them, making 


ſigns that if they did but blow upon them} 


rouch their maladies they ſhould þe healed. In 


pity to them, and to ſhow they were but men, | 


they uſed common Ointment and Plaiſten 
for their relief, beſecching God toenlighten ther 
minds, 

During their ſtay here they uſually brought 
Sacrifices every third day till they clearly un- 


deiſt;od the Enzlsfh were diſplealed, where: 
upon 
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ppon their zeal abated; Yet they continually 
*forted to them with ſuch eagerneſs thatthey 
oft forgot to provide ſuſtenance for themſelves, 
{ that the General whom they counted their 
Father was forc't to give them Vidtuals as 
Muſcles, Seals and the like, wherewith they 
wereextreamly pleaſed, - and fince they would 
| not accept of Sacrifices, they hating ingrati» 
tude, forced what they had upon them in re« 
compence, though never ſo uſeful to themſelves; 
They are very ingenious and free from Guile 
or Treachery ; Their Bows and Arrows 
| ( which are their only Weapons and-almoſt all 
| their wealth ) they uſe very Skilfully yer 
without much execution they being fitter for 
Children than Men, though they are uſually, 
| fo ſtrong that one of them could eaſily carry, 
that a nile together without pain which twa 
or three Engliſhmen there could hardly bear ;; 
They run very ſwittand long, and ſeldom go 
any other pace ; It they ſaw a Fiſh ſorcar the 
ſhore as to reach the place without ſwimming 
they ſeldom; miſt it. 
| Having hniſhed their Aﬀairs the General and 
| lome of his Company made a Journey up into 
the Countrey to obſerve their manner of living, 
wh the Nature and Commodities of the 
| Countrey ; They found their Houſes ſuch as 
you have heard, and many being fixt ih ono' 


"Þ Place made divers Villages ; The Inland was 
| far different from the Sea ſhore, it being @ 
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very fruitful Soil, furniſhed 'with all neceſſarizs 
and ſtored with large fat Deer, whereof they 
faw thouſands in an Heard, with Rabbits of x 
range kind, having tails like Rats and feer 
like a Mole, with a natural bag under their 
chin, wherein after they bave filled their belly 
abroad, they put the reſt for relieving they 
young or themſelves, when they are willing fo 
ſtay at home ; They ear their bodies, but pre. 
ſerve their Skins, of which the Royal garment 
of their King are made ; This Countrey Gene. 
ralDrake called Nova Albion,both becauſe it had 
white Cliffs roward the Sea, and that its name 
might have ſome likeneſs ro England, which 
was formerly ſo called. Before they went hence 
the General cauſed a Monument to be eredted, 
hpnifying that the Engliſh had been there, and 
aſſerting the right of Queen Elizabeth and her 
Succeſſors to that Kingdom, all ingraven ini 
Plate of Braſs, and nail'd to a great firm Pofl, 
with the time of* their Arrival, the Queens 
name, and the free reſignation of the Countrey 
by the King and People into her hands, like 
wiſe ber Pifture and Arms, and underneath 
the Generals Arms. 

The Spaniards had never any commerce not 
ever ſet foot in this Countrey, their utmet

having a ſight of nothing but Sea and Sky for 
ſixty eight days together, they continued their 
courſe through the Main Ocean till Sepe. 49, 
when they ſpied certain Iflands abour cight de. 
grees North of the Line, from whence there 
eame inſtantly a great nutnber of Canoo's, hay. 
ing in ſome four, in others (ix, 14, or 15 men, 
bringing Coco's Potatoes, F iſh, * and ſeveral 
fruits to ſell ; Their Canoo's are made of one 
Tree hollowed within very artificially, and ag 
ſmooth as glaſs all over with a very curious 
prow and ſtern bung full of white littering 
ſhells; Oneach ide were two peices of Timber 
about a yard and half long, at the ends where 
of a great Cane was faſtened to prevent them 
from overturning: The People had the lower | 
parts of their Ears cut round, and hanging very | 
low on their cheeks wherein they put things of | 
a reaſonable weight, the Nails of ſome of their 
Fingers were at leaſt an inch long, and their 
Teeth as black as Ink, occaſioned by eating a | 
herbwith a powder they always carry with 
them to that purpoſe; The brſt company 
Canoo's coming up to their Ship which Saikd} 
flow for want of Wind, ſe very fair det 
lers, and exchang'd ſome goods with them very} 
erderly, making G3gns for them to come neare 
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the ſhoar, but deſigning treacherouſly to'ſei2® 
both Men and Ship. Theſe gone, others pre” 
ently came, who if they got any thing into 
their Hands would neither return 1t nor give 
any thing for ir, counting all their own which 
they once handled, impudently expeCting more, 
but would give back nothing ; Upon which 
the Engliſh refuſing to trade with them as 
Cheats, they were ſo inraged that having 


Stones in their Canoo they Jer fly a great 
-mrauy ar tlic The General ſcorning to re- 


| yenge this injury,yet to ſhew them he was able, 
| cauſed a great Gun: to be diſcharged which had 
| thedefired cfizEt, for they inſtantly leapt out 
| of their Canoo's into the Water, and divin 
| under the Reel of their Boats, ſtaid there ill 
the Ship was gone a good diſtance from them, 
and then nimbly recovering their Canoo's haſt- 
ned tothe Shoar. 

Howevernew Companys of them ſtill refor- 
| ted to the Ship, and ſince violence would not 
prevail, pwetended now tp trafhick honeſtly, 
yet ſtole whatever they could meet with ; One 
| pluckt a Dagger and Knives from their mens 
Girdle, which being again demanded, be. en- 
deavoured. to catch at more, neither could they 
de rid of this ungracious Company till they 
made ſome feel the ſmart of it, and fo they 
left this place which they named The Iſland of 
Theivez; Oftbob. 3. they got clear of theſe 
Rocks, and Sailed without fight of Land ill 
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the 16. falling then with four Iſlands in 7 de 
grees 5 Minutes North Latitude O??, 22. they 
Anchored and Watered on the biggeſt called 
Mindanao, where they met with two Canoo' 
who would have talked with them bur' the 
Wind prevented it ; O#, 25. they pafſed by 
the Iſles of Talao, Teda, Ceylon, Salan, and 
Swaro ſo named to them by an Indian, and 
Novem, 3. arrived at the Moluccs's as they 


defied , They &re four high ſpired Iflands cal. 


led Terenate, Tydore, Matchan and Batchay, 
all very fruitfull efpecially of Cloves where. 
with they were cheaply furniſht ; Eafterly lye: 
a very great Iſland called Gillola. They de 
ſigned for Tydore, but coming Newem. 4. near 
an Iſland belonging to the King of Terenat 
his Vice-Roy came oft to their Ship in a Canoo, 
and without fear went boldly aboard, who 
faluting their General earneſtly intreated him 
to 20 to Terenate, aſſuring him bis King would 
be very joyful to ſee and accommodate him, to 
whem that very night he would give notice of 
them, with whom if he once dealt he ſhould 
fnd him a King of his word, whereas the Por 
rupals of Tydore were altogether falſe and tres: 
cherous, whom if they firſt viſited, their Ring 
would not treat with them, accounting the 
Portuge!s their mortal Enemies. - 

W ith theſe perſwaſions the General was - 


duced to goto Terenate, and anchored ther: 


very early next Morning, and preſently ſent" 
Meſſeng 
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Menfſenger to the King with a Velvet Cloak 
for a preſent to aſſure him they came 1n peace, 
deſiring nothing bur Viftuals which he was 
deſtitute of by his long Voyage, and to ex» 
change ſome Merchandiz:s with him, which 
he did require with the more aſlurance being 
invited to come hither by the I/:ce-Roy of Adu- 
tier who promiſed them all neceſſary proviſions; 
They found the Vice- Roy had been with the 
King, and repreſented to bim to what a maignty 
Prince and Kingdom they belonged, from 
whom by way cf T'raihck they might for the 
future obtain great advantages,” and whereby 
the Portugals their Enemies would be much 
aſcouraged ; Vhereat the Ring was ſo much 
moved, that before the Metlenger | got 
hait way he had ſent the V/ice-Roy with dis 
ers of his Nobility and Councellors to the Ge. 
neral, cftering them a ſupply of all they wanted,

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'While they were delivering this Meſſage tg 
them, their own Meſſenger arrived at Court, 
who being met by divers: Noble Perſons, wa 
with much Solemnity brought into the Kings 
preſence, by whom he was very graciduſl 
received, and having delivercd his Errand and 
Preſent to him, he ſeemed to blame himſelfthat 
he had not already attended their General, who 


came ſo far and from fo mighty a Monarch, 


and therefore inſtantly made ready to come 
with his Councellors ; His appearance was very 
great and ſtrange, as it he deſigned to pive extra. 
ordinary Honour to their Prince; Before him 
went three large Canoo's hiled with his Nobili- 
ty all in whitc Lawn or cloth of Calecut, with 
a Canopy over their Heads of fine thin Matts 
ſupported witha trame of Reeds ; Every one 
fate according to his dignity, and the grey 
Heads of many cilcovered that the King

ſtroke with a ſong, warned the others to ſtrike 
again, and fo they went very ſwiftly ; Every 
Canoo had a ſmall Gun about a yard long 
mounted on a Stock ſet upright, and every 
man except the Rowers was furniſht with Sword, 
Dagger, and Target, and ſome had Lances, 
Muskets, Bows, Arrows and many Darts. 
Thcſe Canoos coming orderly near the 
Siup, rowed round about them one after ano- 
ther, bowing their bodies with muca reverence 
2s they pall-d by even to the very ground, 
and putting their own Meſſenger again aboard, 
[170ihed that their King was at hand, having 
ſent them before to conduCt their Ship into a 
better Road, deliring them to throw out a 
Cavle whereby they might tow the Ship to the 
place alſigned by the King; Who ſoon ap: 
proached with ix grave ancient men in hit 
C1noo, who together with the King, did al) at 
once render them fuch reſpect as was unex 
pected from them ; He was rall, very corpy 
lent and of a Princely preſence, and fo highly 
honoured by his Subjedts that neirher the Vice 
Roy of Mutir nar any. of his Neb.lity durf 
fp?ak ro him bur on their Knees, nor riſe 4 
£4in Ull hy commanded. The General extreare-* 
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ly pleaſed with this Royal vitit, received them 
in the beſt manner he could, exprefling his joy 
by.the thundring of his great Guns mixt with 
ſtore of ſmall Shot, ſounding of Trumpets and 
other Mufick both ſmail and loud, wherewith 
the King was ſo delighted that requeſting 
their Muſick to come into the Boat, he joined

might be aſſuvcd of f2v0ur both for himſelf and the Inhabitants 
otherwiſe within three daits they (hould march over the land 
ard deſtroy all plices and people with Fire ana Sword; With 
this anſwer he departed, promiling to return next day, 
but they never heard of him more ; Nov. 24. The Gene. 
ral, L. General and fix hundred men marched to- 
ward a Village 12 mile within the Land called Santto De. 
2in20, inhabited by the Governor, the Biſhop and other 
Perſons of Quality,they arrived there abour eight in the 
morvieg, bur all the people were fled ro the Mountains, 
where they faid ſome time to ſee 1f any would appear ; 
Being refreſhr, the General ordered them to march back 
again, 1n their retreat ihe Enemy appeared both Horſe 
and Foor but not fo ſtrong asto ingage them, butler 
them pa by with only gazing at them, ſo that toward 
thr they arrived fafe back to Sr. Zago. 

Nov. 25. They again prepared to imbark their Army, 
ſome tc:ng (crit in the mean time tothe Town of Play or 
Praieto ſear.h for Ammunition which a Priſoner taken 
the day efore promiſed to diſcover, bur when they came 
therezeither he could or would not do it but ſearching all 
licely 1.es, they found one Braſs, end another [ron 
pr: 4 Gun ; In the Afternoon the General and his whole 
[cer arcÞored at Plaie, and coming aſhore command- 
ed the Town ro be burnt, and themfc Ives to repair m- 
{amiy aboard, v. hich being quickly difpatcht they all

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who was a Portugal, nor the Biſhop whoſe Anthorit 
is great there, nor any of the People ever came (thoug 
they expe&ted they would ) ro deſire them to ſpare 
their Proviſions, or forbear ruining their Town, which 
judged proceeded fromtheir guilrof the treachery 
= Cruelty uſed roward Mr. William Hawkins of Ply- 
mouth, with whom abour five years before, they broke - 
their Faith, and Murthered many of his men, but fince 
they came not at them, the Engliſh left written in ſeve- 
ral places eſpecially at the Spite/e-hoyſe. ( which was or- 
dered to be ſpared from the Fire ) the indignation they 
had againſt them, not only for not appearing, but for 
their Barbarous uſage of the Body of one of thejr Boys, 
whom they had taken ſtragling, and having beheaded 
him and raken out his Heart, had in a brutiſh manner 
ſcattered the reſt of his Limbs abour the place ; In re- 
venge of which Savage and Inhumane Villany, they 
burnt all the Houſes they found inthe Country as well 
as the Town of St. 7 ago. | 
From hence they ſailed diretly toward. the, W*[2- I; 
dits, bur had nor been many days at Sea, when above 
three hundred of their men died, though till ſeven or 


_ eight days afrer ther coming from St. Jago they had 


not loſt one man in the whole Fleet ; They were ſeize 
ed with an extream burning continual Ague, and ſome 
ſpots like thoſe of the Plague appeared upon ſome of the 
dead, thoſe few who eſcaped with life were much de- 
cayed intheir underſtanding a long time after. In cigh- 
teen days they reached from Sr. fago to Dominica, be- 
Ing the firſt fland they fell with. 1nhabited by barba» 
rous People going all naked, ond painting themſelves 
red, the men are perſonable and ſtrong, but hold little 
correſpondence with the Syamards, having then two of 
that Nation Priſoners, and fee |. a ver) treacherous pecs 
ple though they were very (-r-:ccable ro rhem during 
thetr [hzrtſtay, helping their inn to bring trefh water 
on their Hare Shoulders from the River ro therr Boats, 
and te-ching them grearſiore of Tyhacco and Caffivy 
Bread from tl;cir Houicsz and 10 requiial recety: 4 [1- 
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beral rewards of Glak, coloured Beads, and other 
rhings which the Eng!/4b tound at Sr, Zago, wherewith 
they ſeemed much pleaſed, and appezred forrowful ar 


rheir departure. 
From hence they went Weſtward to rie Ile of 


' St. Chritophers, where they ſpent ſome days of Chriſtma, 


to refreſh their ſick and cleanſe rheir Shins, bat found 
no people chere : Ir was here conc! uded ro proceed NEXKt 
to che great I{land of Hiſp1mou, inciced therero with 
the fame of the rich Ciry of Sr, Domingo, being the moſt 
confderavle plice on thoſe Coatts, and to further their 
parpaſe, they by the way took a (mall Frigot bound thi. 
ther, and havirp examined the men, found the Haven 
was barrel, and the Caſile upon the ſhore well tortihed 
with Arti.lery, ſo that there was no convenient landing 
place within ten Englih miles of the Ciry, ro which the 
P:\ar irgized to bring them ; this being reſolved on, 
nexc morning carly at the ſ1id place abour rea miley 
Weſt of that tamous City, the Forces who were im- 
barqued into Pinnaces, Boars, and other ſmall Parks 
appainted for this (ervize, landed under Lieutenipt 
General C:r/e, and a20at c1pht a Clock began to march, 
approaching the Town roward nog? where they were 
met by about an hundred Gentiemen of Quality on 
Horſeback, but the ſmall ſhor played fo ſmartly upo1 
them that they were ol>)iged to retire, and ſufter them 
to proceed t5 rhe ewo Gates of the To vn next rhe Sea, 
which were zuarded with Soldiers and great Guns, wirh 
ſoines Compan. es of finall ſhor platted in Ambuicie on 
the High-way ; The En2{ih dividel their Army coge 
fi:tr1p 1n about twelve hundred mcn wnto two par'5 ro 
aault horh the Gates ar once, the L, General p3hi'enly 
declaring to Capram Pore that with Gods help he

Uo2n their apyroac'h, the Ordnance were red upon 
them winch rlled gnc ran ear the T.. General, win 
ro: in the lexft diimavel, meouracet his men to march 
en biizkly atid proven them 170m caarging aguns 
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which they proſecuted with ſo much vigor, that nar- 
withſtanding the Ambuſcades, they vahantly entered 
the City Gates, putting all the Spanzards to flight, and 
forthwith repaired to the Market-place, which was a 
yery fair ſquare before the great Church, whither Cap- 
tain Powtl according to agreement ſoon after came 3 
where they ſecured themſelves that night, and abour 
mid-night choſe in the Caſtle finding the Engliſh buſie 
at the Gates, abandoned it, ſome being taken Priſoners 
and others eſcaping by Boats to the orher fide the Ha» 
yen. Ar this time General Dra\e ſent a Negro Boy with 
a white Flag, and a Meſſage to the Spaniards according 
torheir own uſage, who unhappily meeting with ſome 
of the Officers belonging to the Spanih Galley rhen 1:21 
Poſſeſſion of the Engliſh, one of them was ſo inraged 
that he thruſt the poor Boy through the Body with an 
Horſemans ſt:ff, who had yet ſtrength enough to return 
and give che General an account of this Barbarous AR, 
afrer which he fell down dead in his preſence, v hereat 
the General was ſo inraged that he ordered three Sp. 
1h Priſoners to be carried to the ſame place and hanged, 
ſending them word, That till the Ferſon wp had murdered 
their Meſſenger was delivered up to condign puniſument, be 
would hang ty:9 Spaniſh Priſoners every day till trey were all 
diſpatcht ; Upon which the next day tie Capcain of re 
Kings Galley brought the Offender to the Tow ns-end, 
offering to deliver him intotheir hands, bur they detired 
thar he might be executed by the Spariirds themſelves 
in their preſence, thinking it the more honourable re» 
venge, and ſo Execution was accordingly dcte upcn 
hum. 

In this place ( as formerly at Sr. Zago ) one of their 
own Company an hi man was executed tor Murther- 
ing his Corporal. In this time many Propoia's vere cf- 
fered by the Commſlioners:o ſave the'r City, which 
not caking effect, the Engl: for ſeveral Mornings toe 
ther endeavoured to fire the Iniph ſtrong Stone Fouls, 
but with lite ſucceſs, thougn two huncred MA rrincrs 
were imploycd every d4y to 9:eform, ut, fo tha: +t ang 
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wearied with firing, and upon divers other a 

they were content to accept of twenty five Thouſand 
Duckets, ( cach five Shillings ſix Pence 1n value ) as a 
ranſom for the reſt of the Town; Among. other re@ 
markables in St. Domingo, it 1s obſervable that in the 
Hall of che Kings Houſe there are the Arms of Spaix 
painted in a large Scurcheon, under which is placed a 
Globe of the whole World, with a Horſe as it were 
leaping on it, and a ſcrole out of his mourh, wherein 


was written, Non ſufficit Orbis, the World ſufficeth . not ; 


which (ufficiently diſcovers the unbounded Ambition of 
the Spaniſh Monarchy, and the Commiſſioners being 
deſired by the General to explain the meaning of it, 
ſhook their heads and ſmiled, ſeeming aſhamed of ir, 
ſince they were rold, Th.t if the Nuten of England would 
proſecute the Way vigorouſly againſt, them. they would find it 
enough to preſerue wat they had gat, and not think of gaining 
mart from others, as by the loſs of this ſamo's Town did ſuffi. 
ciently appear z They found n1 great Riches 1n it, which 
was occaſioned by rhe Cruelty uſed by the Spaniards to 
the Nirives of H(paniolz, which though almoſt as large 
as England, the People were utterly QU{troyed in a few 
years by their Fyranny, ſo chat for want of men the 
Mines of Gol and 51]ver in this IlNand are wholly given 
over, and they 47: now forced to uſe only Copper Mo- 
ney, of which they found a grear quan'ity ; Their chief

er, four or five more being hurt; S> that not having

During cheir ſtay here(15s formerly at St. Don»1goJieveral 

kindnefles paſſed berween them and the Towns as feait- 
*- viſiting and the like ; Among others the Governour 
of Carthagena, with the Biſhop and {ereral other Gertle- 
men came to ſee the General; They had burnt ſome 
part of the Ciry before they could make the S/ 2niards 
agree about ranſoming ir, bur at laſt they con- 
cluded to give the Englih one kuncred and ten thouſand 
Duckers ( ezch five ſhillings tix pence ſterling!) to ſpare 
the reft ; So that though not halt ſo big as St, Domingo, yer 
they payed a far greater Ranſom, as being of far more 
importance for its excellent Harboy, and ſcituition for 
the Trade cf Nemtre de Dios, and inta>i:cd wich far 
richer Merchants ; The cther being chicily filled with 
Lawyers and Gentlemen, it being the higheſt Court cf 
Law and Juſtice tor all thoſe Iſlands and the Continent 
alſo; Their having notice of the coming of the Engliſh 
twenty days Eetore from St. Doningo, cauſed them to be 
ſo well fortified and prepared, and had carried away 
all their Treaſure and rich goods ; Upon paying the'Sum 
aprced my lett the Town, but drew fone of tlie1r Soul-

want of Warer, found a ſufficient ſupplv of Rain-warter 
( newly fallen as they judged ) in the Pirs and Marſhy 
Sand near the Sea {ide, the General being as diligent as 
the meaneſt in making necc{fary proviſion here as well 
as elſewhere, and was much aſhſted in his Aﬀairs by the 
prudent Councels and performances of L. General Car- 
lile.

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departed a ſecond rime for Cape St. Anthony May 13. and 
ailing along in ſight of the Coaſt of Florida, May 28, they 
ved a place like a Beacon on the Shoar, about 
o degrees North Laricude ; upon which manning their 
innaces, and coming near, they landed and marched 
up along the River fide, General _ himſelf command- 
ing them, and perceived a Fort newly buile by the Spax- 
234745 on the other ſide the River over againſt them, and 
about a Mile above was a little Town or Village of 
Wooden Houſes without Walls; They preſently prepa- 
red their r Guns to batter down the Fort, and the 
firſt ſhor ftruck chrough their Enfign, as they heard by a 
Frenchman who came to them from the Enemy ; Another 
ſhor ſtruck the foot of the Fort, which was all of maſly 
Timber hike Maſts of Ships; Ic was reſolved that night to 
paſs the River with four Companys and aſſault it, but the 
L. General going in a Skiff with fix Caprains more well 
armed ro make diſcovery, the Spaniards thinking their 
whole Force had been come, took the alarm, and pre- 
ſently forſook the Fort atrer having diſcharged a few 
Peices 3 
The L. General being returned without knowing they 
were gone; Immediately a French Piper who had been 
their Priſoner, came Piping to them in a little Boat, and 
being called by the Guard, tald them before he went 
afhoar what he was, 8 thar the Spaniards were gone from

The Sp:niſh Navy being new rigged and ſupplyed, 
July 11. with much affurance they emred the Britiſh 
Channel, where cafting Anchor they ſent diſpatches ro 
the Prince of Parmaot their Arrival. July 20. about 
Noog this dreadful Fleet was defcried by the Engliſh 
with much ſurprize; They appeared like lofry Towers 
in form; of an half Mon, the horns whereof ſtrerct:cd 
above ſeyen Mile wide, (the Oecan ſeeming to grean 
under them ) failing lowly toward Plymouth; Fuly 21. 
the Lord Admiral (ending a Pinnace called the Defiance 
before, to d:nounce War by diſcharging her Ordnance, 
himſelf followed in the Arb-Royal, and fell with much 
fury upen one of the Spani%: Shij's ; Vice-Admiral Drabe, 
Hawkins and Frobiſher coming up loon after, and play- 
ivg violently upon the hindmoſt Squadron of the Ene- 
my commanded by R echalat, who endeavoured ro keep 
his Ships from flying, bur being himſelt made ar lengrh 
unſerviceable,they were all forc't to ſecure themſelves in 


{ the Main Fleet. 


The D. of Mrdina having rallied his Navy diſperſt by 
the Engliſh, kept on his intended courſe roward 'allice, 
finding much inconvenience in his large high Ships, as 
not able to defend themſelves againſt the brisk Artacks 
of the ſmall Engliſh Frigots, who for two hours main- 
tained 2 very hor fight with them ; In this firſt days en- 
counter two great Spaniſh Ships were diſabled ; and 
falling into a Roundel, the ſtrongeſt walling in the reſt, 
they made a tlying retreat to Callice; yet in the hurry 
2 great Gallion commanded by Don Pedro ds Valats, be- 
ng much battered, fell foul on another _— and was 
ſo diſabled that ſhe was left by the reſt, and the Lord 
Admiral, night coming on, fuppoſing ſhe had neither 
Souldiers nor Mariners aboard paſſed by her; July 22.
